Might Blow Ifo Earth! 


Liberation of Atom May tause Force 


Which Will Do All the Work of the 
World. 
. 


, "England Must Defend tte 


Friday Afternoon, October 13,1922 


By the liberation of the atom 'man may 


some day have under his control a force whicn 
will perform for him the entire ,work of the 
world, but if-it gets beyond his control it may 
blow the earth and its inhabitants to smither- 
eens Dr. Aston said in a lecture delivered re- 
cently before the members of the British Asso- 
ciation. But the chances of such a catastrophe 
are practically negligible, he explained. 


Dr. Aston opened his address with a descrip- 


tion of the infinite minuteness of the atom. 
"If a tiny hole were made in the side.of an 
electric light bulb," he said, "so tha tthe mole- 
cu'es of air could pass in at a rate of 1,000,000.a 
second, it would, take 100,000,000 years before 
the bulb was full, and there are two atoms in 
each molecule of air." 


Dr. Aston told how Professor Rutherford 


had discovered that all atoms were simply dif- 
' ferent combinations of electricity. The posi- 
tive particles were cemented together by the 
negative particles. Tables, houses, chairs, mo- 
tor-cars—in fact, all animate and inanimate 
substances, including man himself—were com- 
posed simply of electricity. 


"What we know as a lump of coal," the 


speaker declared, "is simply an incomprehen- 
sible larse number of electrical particles clus- 
tering together. 
If these particles could be ho- 


erated and controlled, they would provide vastly 
more power than would be needed to run a^ 
the machinery that man ever could devise. 


"Professor Rutherford," said Dr. Aston, "suc- 


ceeded in arranging a collision between the 
central portions of two atoms. 
The result was 


the transmutation of the. atoms into entirely 
different forms of matter. 


•'The possibility of such transmutation 
on 


any scale is of enormous importance. 
If^ the 


amount of hydrogen .which, goes to constitute 
a tablespoonful of water were transmuted into 
helium, the energy liberated would be 200,000 
kilowat hours—one-seventh of the total amount 
of electricity used in London in a day for light- 
ing and power purposes. 


"The possibility has b»«n discussed," said 


Dr. Aston, "that this energy, when first liber- 
ated, would be out of human control. 
In that 


case, if all the hydrogen on earth were deton- 
ated into space, the successful experiment would 
b- published throughout the entire universe as 
the birth of a new star. The probability of 
this catastrophe," added Dr. Aston, "is prac- 
tically negligible." 


HEALTH IMPROVEMENTS IN CHINA

HE international settlement of Shanghai, 
which 'with a population of about 750,000 
is a component party of the general city 


of Shanghai with a population upwards of two 
millions, is to have its first sewer system in 
operation some time in November, according 
to estimates made in mid-summer. 


The general sewer project that has been 


planned contemplates the building of a system 
that wil serve the entire international settle- 
ment and it is the construction of the first 
unit of this system that will be completed in 
November. This first unit is confined to what 
is called the central district bounded by Soo- 
chow Creek, Thibet Road, Avenue Edward VII, 
the boundary of the French concession, and 
The Bund. About thirteen miles of ^ewer 
mains are bdng built in this first unit. The 
mains are of concrete and egg shaped, of a 
is of the gravity and pumping type, the fall 
type in use in Bombay where conditionsjim- 
iliar to those of Shanghai exist.

is the opinion of Prof- Herman Lundberg, heaa 
of the Race Biological Institute at Upsala, Swe- 
den, and well known for his investigations 
into eugenics and racial biology. 


Prosperity brings with it the gradual elim- 


nation of the good old middle class, and this 
n any-country is a sure sign of decay. "There 
s grave riovbt," the speaker continued, "wheth- 
er a people really gains any profit when mil- 
ions of money begin to pour into the country. 
Experience, past as'well as present, shows that 
when wealth is suddenly increased -it brings 
endless new needs. 
Luxuries are demanded 


lassitude sets in, and the interest in work and 
production, falls off. Women begin, to avoid 
maternity. 
AH of these processes, beginning 


in the middle and upper classes, gradually work 
downward and in time destroy the race. 
Thus 


they are as much menace to a country as a 
powerful political enemy."

The professor 
approves of 
birth control, 


however, especially among the less desirable 
elements of a country's population, and he be- 
lieves that the reproduction of a.race should 
be limited, as far as possible, to those who 
are ^''well-born". He is stoutly opposed to the 
mixhrg of the races, and gives this as one of 
the reasons why populations in larger cities 
tend to degenerate, except, in so far as racially 
replenished from the country districts. 


"Europe is decaying, not only as a result 


of political cataclysms, but also because of a 
misconception of racial hygiene, and a failure 
to counteract the forces of regeneration. 
A 


strong middle class is necessary for the racial 
health of a people. Increasing industry and 
trade make-it possible to-feed a larger popu- 
lation, but at* the same, time brings about a 
serious change in the structure of society. The 
old middle class decays and finally disappears. 
A new middle class is formed, to IK- sure, but 
it is of poorer substance. 'Meanwhile there is 
numerical gain in both the upper and lower 
classes, especially the 
latter. In

the 


working class.becoms the largest, and under- 
neath this comes a layer of human trash."
